WORLD SUICIDE 

When the tirst atom bombs vere dropped 
near the close of World war n, mankind wa« 
stunned., But amid the shock and clamor, a 
' few voices were he'ard pointing out that this 
was not, In the technical ssnse, really a new 
weapon. It was Just a big bomb, albeit a stag- 
gering one. 

Oulded missiles, said these voices, were 
something else. Rocket or Jet propelled mis- 
siles hurtling at supersonic speeds between 
continents were a genuinely new invention.

And, according to a recent report 
by the columnists Joseph and Stewart Alsop, 
that possibility has been greatly enhanced. 

They contend that the advance In H-bomb 
techhlques, Involvlns a much wider area of 
central target destruction, -brings closer the 
day of effective devastation by intercon- 
tlnental-foolHta.' The principal difficulty up 
to now has been their probable Inaccuracy,

Ar plan 
ot flexible supports ranging from 75 to BO per cent ot 
parity depending on supply has been on the statute 
books smoe 1S48— but twice oongriiss In election years 
has postponed the eftcctive date. Now. with November 
breathing down conBro5.sloniil necks, .some of the 
weaker ones want yet another postponement. 

We are glad to sec that Secretary Benson still Is 
sticking to his guns In behalf of flexible supports 
which can ba used "very effectively as a floor under 
farm prices." We hope his courage wlU stiffen a few

Rldgway, accordtog to reports of 
his appearance before the NSO, 
agreed thatiRussla might not toter- 
vene In the fh-st stages of such a 
war. But after America had com- 
nlltted up to seven or eight divisions, 
,the Soviet union would seize a mo- 
ment when American strength was 
badly out of balance to enter the 
conflict and perliaps at the same 
time extend the war to western 
Europe. 

With forces already limited to a 
program to cut back to peaodtlme 
levels, Rldgway argued that avail- 
able strength would be thrown dan' 
gerously out of balance. At his last 
press conference President Elsen- 
hower said he had no plans to ask 
congress to tocrease the military 
budget.

In the tanglefoot group are the 
small sundew flowers— called that 
because In bright sunlight the leaves 
BhUnmer with dew. Actually, the 
"dew" it I iUcky compound, tasty to 
tosects, leoreted by the leaf's 300 or 
more tto; gland bearing tentacles or 
haU-s. 

Once the bisect alights to partake 
of tho nectar or even brushes past 
the sticky hairs hold it tight and tor -' 
mediately begin to curve toward. 
The nearby tentades do the same 
and to the process the Insect is 
handed ilong, unceremoniously hus- 
tled from one set of hairs t* the next 
toward the center of the leaf. Mean- 
while, the leaf itself curls up, mak- 
ing like a tist, and presstog the hap- 
less victim flat agatost the surface 
of the blide.

WASHINGTON, June 18 (fl _ 
Agriculture department officials 
predict that retail prices of butter 
"might drop to around -lO cents a 
pound under a new price support 
plan approved by the house agrlcul- 
'tore committee.' This would be 26 
to 30 cent! under present prices. 

The committee approved Mon- 
day a proposal to require tlie gov- 
ernment to raise tlie support level 
for butterfat and milk used tor 
manufacturing purposes from the 
current 75 -per cent to 80 per cent 
of parity, effective Sept. i nnd con- 
■tlnulng until April 1, 1955. 

Parity is a standard for measur- 
ing farm prices declared by law to 
be fair to farmers In relation to 
prices they pay. 

But the house plan would permit 
use of .direct government subsidies 
B£ a method of supporting returns 
to dairymen. The taxpayers, in the 
final analysis, would pay Uie sub- 
sidies. The subsidies would permit a 
drop in retail prices of butter, cheese, 
dried milk, evaporated milk and 
other manufactured dairy products. 

Under the present support pro- 
gram, the agriculture department 
offers to buy butter, cheese nnij 
dried milk from manufacturers at 
prices designed to enable the latter 
to pay dairymen the designated sup- 
port prices for milk and butterfat. 
Thia offer has the effect of setting

minimum wholesale and retail prices 
for these products. 

Under the subsidy proposal, 
wholesale and r e ta ll"prices of man-' 
ufactured dairy products would be 
free to move up and down under 
the Influence of supply and demand. 

If the prices failed to give man- 
ufacturers enough to pay the desig- 
nated support levels for milk and 
butterfat, the government would 
make up the difference to dairymen. 

Under the present prograqi, the 
government offers to buy butter at 
prices averaging about 57 cents a 
pound. This price Is designed to 
enable processors to pay dairymen 
75 ptr.cent of parity for milk and 
butterfat. The committee would 
boost the support level to the equiv- 
alent of about 60 cents a pound for 
butter. 

But the department would no 
longer offer to buy butter or any 
other dairy products at any price. 
J^anulacturers would have to find 
a market for all the dairy products 
In the commercial market. , 

Since production of butler and 
most other dairy products Is run- 
ning more than 30 per cent greater 
than current consumption, manu- 
facturers could be expected to cut 
prices to get. new customers. 

Department officials said they 
would expect the wholesale price of 
butter "to drop to perhaps 36 cents 



a pound. Hie retail price, they said, 
would be about 6 cents higher. 

Under 'such a price decline, the 
-manufactuiers-would be able, they 
said, to pay dahymen the equiv- 
alent of perhaps 30 cents a pound 
for butter, or 3 0 cepta leas than the

It was only a short-lived revolt, 
oiiplanned' and Jeaderless. But II 
rocked the communist world. It was 
a reminder that some da:' the tent 
of millions of European people who 
arc under the heel of the communists 
may rise in mass— anu'^in. 

The East German government Is 
still, one year later, trying German 
men and women for theh- part In 
the great uprlsUig. 

One year ago today some workers 
on the grandiose building project 
In the Stalhi AUee, the new boule- 
vard In East Berlin, put down their 
tools and marched on the huge gov- 
ernment building In the Lelpzlger- 
strasse. 

They were protesting against 
Increased work quotas. The grind 
of life under the communists was 
becomLig Intolerable. 

This comparatively small demon- 
stration against the reds was 
spdrk. It exploded the most serious 
revolt against red rule sUice the 
end of World war II. 

At 8 o'clock next morning, June 17, 
East Berlin workers began assem- 
bUng. Thousands, teiis of thou- 
sands, hundreds of thousands 
them, went on the march. 

Loud-speaker trucks called for > 
general strike. Soviet army troops 
started moving on the city to rein- 
force the communist "people's' 
police. It did no good. Women 
iohied the 'men.

The June 17 revolt was a success. 
It so frightened the communists that 
Ihey- Btarted_maklng wncesalons to 
the Germans under their nlle. 

Red police are slower to jirrest 
pi pie. There Is more food, at lower 
prices. Working conditions are bet- 
ter. There Is more consiimerfpods, 
L-armers and merchants find the 
demands on them less burdensome. 
Wages are higher. There Is less 
repression of religion. 

But food Is still scarce. Russia Is 
still mlMng the country. There 
have been no free elections and there 
Is no freedom of speech and no 
freedom of the press. 

For the present, the German 
workers and their red masters are 
living under an Implied truce. But 
the communists know that ' unless 
they are careful, some day the truce 
may be shattered In on uprising 
that will not end in one doy.

There Is, to my mind, a great 
-deal of nonBense talked about the 
public schools. 

Maybe li^ le on the principle that, 
■to-appe ai ' b e tter tliau u t l i e is, pul h 
down the others. Whatever the rea- 
.Knn, thiit_flg| fjHftn rnwrnmlny the 
State of o ur aotio ois contlnues. No In- 
stitution Is ever, or can ever hope 
to be perfect, so the school will have 
weaknesses. They will also have 
strengths. 

Whenever I hear the quality of 
our schools belittled I think of the 
array of our youth sent off to a bleak 
foreign land to risk their lives 
ngahut the challenge of a dangerous 
and wicked enemy of all they had 
been taught to cherish, against all 
they had lived for, and with, all 
their hopeful years of growth. Any- 
thing wrong with Uiem? Any lack 
of courage, generosity, endurance, 
power, physical, mental, RplrltUal? 
They have stood up under all tests 
to add to the pride and the honor 
of their country. Most of them are 
the product of the public schools of 
the tTnlted States. So much for that. 

We could do better, of course. We 
could make our courses more ef- 
fective by making It possible for the 
pupils to carry their lessons out Into 
the world of practice and so Illumi- 
nate their learning and strengthen 
their intelligence. Here we need the 
help and cooperation of the labor 
unions. 

We could lengthen the school day, 
not by adding more work to the al- 
ready overworked teachers, but by 
adding more teachers. This Is sadly 
needed. We Insist that children and 
young people attend schopl through 
adolescence, the height of their 
learning years, but we do not offer 
them faollitiea ' for worth-while 
learning, nor practical application of 
their leaffiing, both of which are 
pressing necessities. 

But one point I want to make 



clear to all parents of school chil- 
dren from-grade-ichoal through col- 
lege. Schools ol America are not 
godless, no r to they/ neglect char- 
acUii trulnint(. People wno maw 
this charge do some queer reason- 
ItLg^r dQ_thej reasQiiI. 

These are quick to say that any 
red-tinged teacher must not teach 
because— now mark this — because 
even though they do not teach their 
doctrine. It emanal«s from Iheh: per- 
sonalities, and Influences the pupils, 
ni accept that. 

Then— when men and woman ot 
fine character, teachers whoso lives 
are a dally expressslon of right llv 
Ing, right thinking, born of relig- 
ious attitude, of lalth In Ood, teach, 
do not these qualities reach the 
pupils? Is not Ood In the class- 
room along with Ihem? 

It is not necessary to teach a creed 
to teach abaut.Ood and His way. 
It Is necessary that the teacher be 
one whom Ood loves. And that, In 
my experience over a lifetime, holds 
in the publlo schools as elsewhere.

FIJI Is South 
sea, all right, and _ .

There are 
more than enough lagoons to go 
around. You can have a second 
helping of lagoons If you care to. 
'Native drums thtum day and night, 
the surf sings a never-ending lul- 
laby and there are red sails In the 
sunset. 
But It's not for me. 
I don't have enough hair. 
FIJI Is no plade for a bald-headed 
man, or for a man who can't comb 
his hair free-style, but who has to 
resort to trlcl: combtog to cover 
Isolated areas. I have been ^ here 
only a day or so, and ah'eady 1 
have an Inferiority complex as big 
as a dug-out canoe. 

Fiji's greatest product Is hair, 
you know. Fljlans are not called 
tuzzy-wuzzlea for nothing. FIJI pro- 
duces great amounts ot sugar, gold, 
copra, fish and pineapples, but hu- 
man hair Is what the Island., Is 
richest In. 

No American farmer cultivates 
his crops more carefully than the 
Fijian does his hair. It grows 
straight up like a television aerial, 
and reaches amazing heights. Prom 
a distance a Fijian's head resem- 
bles a stand ot virgin pine, and 
up close one gets the Impression 
that the Fijian Is wearhig a hedge 
for a hat.
